The third section examines average faculty 
salaries (e.g., five-year summary, public four-year institutions, and public 
two-year institutions) . The fourth section highlights degrees conferred 
(e.g., number of completions conferred by public and private institutions, 
completions conferred by level and gender, and percentage completions awarded 
to women by level). The fifth section discusses facilities (e.g., gross 
square footage by category, net assignable space by use, and Alabama public 
colleges and universities, land inventory) . The sixth section examines the 
network of Alabama academic libraries (e.g., library expenditures, personnel 
information, and library income) .
